At the direction of The Bight Rsverond Jobn E. Hines , Bishop 
of thB Episcopal Diocese of Texas, I am looking 3xito certain 
allegations siade by & book entitled '’Collectivism In 'Cbe 
Churohea”. The author of this book is ^^r. Edgar C. Bundy and 
It ■was imbllshed by the Church Ltjaguo of America, Wi-jeaton, 
Illtnois, in the year 1958. 

The book in question clrxarges that tne National Coinicll of 
Churches, to which most Protestant denomiriations belong at 
the national level, is dominated by comsumists a.nd serves as 
a sounding board for conjjauni.st propegaada. The book makes 
the sa^ oharges with regard to the World Counoll of Ch\irche3 
and the organisation which preceded the H'ational Cotmcii of 
Churches , the Federal Council of Churches. 


We feel that the allegations contained in the book are grossly 
Irresponsible to the point of being damaging to the extreme 
to our donomlnation as well as to others. At the same time, 
w« are eager to face the facts whatever they may bo in order 
that oorrec'tive act.lon may bo taken. Tlj^ only reason i^e dignify 
this book In this fashion is beca\me it has been made the center 
of oertaiu efforts in thi„s aiisra to d.l©cr«dit not ojtly the 
Rational Council of Churches but our own leadership as well,

For this reason, if your policy permits you to do so, will 
you please acquaint me with any findings of the Central 
intelligenee Agency which woivld cast light on this matter one 
way or the other.
